The President has - returned to 
Washington and he is not expected to 
leave until after Comgress .adjourns. 
It is probable that a great many ap- 
pointments will be made during the 
present month. There are scores of 
men in town who claim: to have re- 
ceived assurances of places long ago 
and who have been impatiently wait- 

ing for the President to act. 
Congress will in all probability ad- 
journ before the 20th of July, and 
nominations must be made te the Sen- 


ate for confirmation before adjourn- 
ment, The recent visit of the Presi- 
dent and Secretary Foiger to New 
York, their conferences with the lead- 
ing Stalwarts ef that city, and a re- 
port that Judge Folger may be a can- 

idate for the Republican nomination 
for Governor, have revived the expec- 
tations of those who looked for a num- 
ber of changes in prominent Federal 
offices in the Empire State. 

The Republican State Committee 
will meet in New York within a few 
daya, to designate the time for hold- 
ing the State Convention. Cuornel)’s 
friends are suppused to be in the ma- 
jority in the Committee, and there is 
talk of an early Convention. 

Among the rumors circulating here 
is one that Minister Lowell will re- 
sign within a short time and that 
Secretary Frelinghuysen will be ap- 
pointed his successor. 

A local newspaper intimates that 
the difficulties in Pennsylvania may be 
straightened out by the appointment 
of one of the Senators from that State 
as Secretary of the Treasury, in the 
event of Judge Folger’s nomination 
for Governor of New York. This re- 
port is too far off to attract more than 
passing notice, and the feeling among 
Pennsylvania Congressmen is that the 
President capnot accemplish what 
party leaders at home have failed to 
do.

A STRANGER'’S VIEWS. 


A Music Teacher’s Ide« of the Thriving 
Town of Reno. 

Professor H. 8. Perkins, who visited 
Reno a short time ago, writes as 
follows to the Chicago Indicator : Reno 
is the principal city of the western 
boundary of the State of Nevada. 
It has a population of some 4,000. 
The elevation is 4,497 feet. The 
journey from Ogden to Reno is in- 
teresting in its barrenness, as well as 
in its broadness of valleys, boldness 
of mountains, vastness of alkali plains 
dotted with bunch grass and the ever— 
lasting sage brush, with an occasional 
herd of cattle grazing (as it would 
seem upon nothing, and yet get. fat), 
and an occasional crow fiying in search 
of what he may find to devour. At 
Reno I found a very good class of 
singers. The Rev. Dr. Scott, formerly 
of Leavenworth, Kan., was actively 
seconding Mr. Stimson’s efforts to 
educate the people in singing, and to 
better perform and appreciate choral 
music. The four days’ drill during 
' the convention (the first ever held iu 
Nevada) made a creditable showing 
at the closing concert. Of the special 
talent I consider worthy of mention 
were: Mrs. Layton of Virginia City, 
Mrs. Hammond of Carson, pianist, 
Miss Josie Barnes, Miss Kate Coolidge, 
Mrs. Greeley, Mrs. Taylor, Misses May 
and Flora Finlayson, Miss Mary 
Tombs, Messrs. Fuwler, Hibbard and 
Jose. The business houses, hotels, 
etc., are substantixlly built, and there 
are some fine private residences, show- 
ing of better days for business than 
the present, the bottom of mining

THE ALTA MINERS. 


How the Imprisoned Men Passed Their 
Time Underground * 


The Enterprise has the following} 


concerning the un“erground experi- 
ence of the rescued Alta miners: 

The cooling-house is situated 160 
feet from the face of the drift. It is 


| but eight feet long and four feet wide, 


a very small. habitation for eeven men 
juader the “ jolliest’ circumstances. 
The end of the compressed air pipe 
terminated in a sortofT. Each piece 
of hose was fifty feet in length. Hav- 
ing removed this forked piece of pipe, 
they carried it back toe near the cool- 
ing-room to a point where there was 
an opening or valve in the main pipe 
to receive it, and into this hole it was 
ecrewed. The farther end of the pipe 
being then closed, all the air forced 
in by,the compressor passed out 
through their two strings of hose, and 
the room was made quite comfortable. 
Having thus brought the whole ap- 


paratus to their place of abode, they 
were able to regulate the flow of air 
the same as when running the drills. 

They had some ice water in a barrel 
to begin with, and, when this supply 
was exhausted, they carried in hot 
water from the drift. This being 
placed in the barrel, they thrust into it 
the end of one string of the hose, and 
the air exhausting into it, soon render- 
ed it quite cold. 

THEIR MANNER OF LIFE. 


Life in their narrow habitation was 
very monotonous. One hour passed 
much the same as another, and a 
description of its eccupations would 
almost serve for the whole time of 
their imprisonment. They had part 
of a box of candles, and one of these 
served to mark the time, in lieu of a 
watch. A mining candle burns away 
at the rate of almost exactly one inch 
per hour; therefore, they were able to 
keep the time very well. Once every 
hour a watch went out to observe the 
mark or gauge they had set at the 
edge of the water. By means of their 
marks they were able to tell how the 
pumps and baling tauks were work- 
ing. Whenever the pump stopped the 
water began to rise and creep up 
along the drift, and when it started 
up there was a backward flow. When 
this backward flow became more rapid, 
they knew that one or more of the 
baling-tanks were going. Thus, hour 
by hour, they turned out to watch the 
water gauges. Generally, when they 
went out on this errand, they made 
signals by striking on the compressed 
air pipe. Onone of these occasions 
when Mr. Bennett made the signal he 
received such ap answer that he 
understood it to ceme from Super- 
intendent Boyle. 

A FEVERISH THIRST. 


They did net suffer much from 
want of food. The great heat of the 
place gave them fever in the stomach, 
and tbey constantly longed for ice, 
which they desired to chew and 
swallow. They slept but little. The 
pines was 80 small that they could not 
ie down without piling un top of one 
another. They, however, caught some 
short naps while sitting about. Final- 
ly, their candles were nearly ‘a!l gone.

| SAW-MILLS, 
A Few Facts Concerning tre Lumber 
| Resources of Lassen. 

In the southern part ef the county, 
says the Advocate, there are six saw- 
mills, two steam and the remainder 
water power. The fitst of these isa 
water=power mill at Milford, owned 
by Mrs. Fairchild, leased and operated 
by Geo. Boyd. North from this and 
near Janesville, 1s a steam mill owned 
and managed by Marker & Merrill. 


This is run mainly for the purpose of 


supplying lumber for an immense 
flume being constructed in connevtion 
with a large irrigating scheme beiog 
prosecuted at the north side of the 
val'ey. They also sell to the trade. 
Some five or six miles to the 
north-west of Janesville is situated 


Wiley Corneilson’s water-power mill, 
in the midst of a fine grove of pine 
and other species of timber. The 
steam mill of H. Vogt is about six miles 
south of Susanville, it also Leing sur- 
rounded by a tive belt of timber. 
Eight miles west of Susanville, on 
Susan river, is Clay Stockton’s water- 
power mill, which probably has ac— 
cess to a larger scope of timber lands 
than any of these before mentioned. 
Fourteen miles north of the town last 
above mentioned, on Willow Creek, is 
Mr. Haribut’s water-power mill, 
which has access to extersive belts of 
timber. This is run mainly for the 
supply of the residents of the valley 
in which it is situated, and for the set- 
tlers‘north. The aggregate capacity 
of the six mills annually is about tea 
million feet of lumber, which retails 
now at $10 per thousand. Some ot 
these are run more than others, but 


the whole pumber did not average 


ever three months’ actual work in 
1880. ‘The product being in the vi- 
cinity ot two and a half million feet. 
The reason for this is, that the supply 
would if they were kept constantly 
going, exceed the home Jemand; but 
when the N. & O. R. R., which is now 
built a portion of the distance between 
Lassen and Reno, is completed, these 
mills cam. be kept going constantly, 
and the surplus shipped to the State of 
Nevada, where, although Virginia City 
is now quiet, there are extensive and 
paying mires in the eastern part.of 
the State— those of the prosperous and 
promicent town of Eureka, being 
among the leading ones. Whilesouth 
of there the mines are as yet almost 
wholly undeveloped. The price of 
rough Iumber in that place is from 
fifty to fifty-five dollare per thousand. 
The difference between the first ccst, 
ten dollars, and this, will furnish 
amp!e margin for transportation.
